The first of DiSallo's tax in­ 
crease bills already has cleared 
the House and is pending in the 
Senate.

Scientist Asks 


'Hell Fires' 


Here on Earth 


BOSTON (AP)—A scientist to­ 
day declared we ought to create 
"hell fires” on earth, just to see 
what happens. 
He warned the Soviet Union is 
probably trying to do it — first. 
The hell fires would be labora­ 
tory 
temperatures 
of 
1),000 
to 
60,000 degrees — 2 to 12 times 
hotter 
than 
those 
usually 
pro­ 
duced on earth. 
Out 
of 
research 
with 
them 
come an entirely new chemistry 
— perhaps vastly more powerful 
rocket fuels, strong new m ater­ 
ials, strange new chemicals. 
A 
research 
jump 
Into 
these 
"hell fires" was urged by Dr. 
Aristid V. Grosse, president of the 
Research Institute of Temple Uni­ 
versity, at opening session* of the 
A m e r i c a n Chemical Society * 
135th national meeting. 
"We simply don’t know much 
about what happens in chemical 
and 
physical 
reactions 
above 
about 
5,000 
degrees," 
he 
said. 
"But temperatures 
above 
10,000 
degrees might lead to new fuels, 
rocket propellents, and materials 
able to resist tremendous heat." 
"Our national security could be 
involved, if these high tem pera­ 
tures do hold secret* to new fuels 
and new chemicals. 
"The Soviet Union is trying to 
leapfrog us in the missile race, 
and probably is working hard on 
facilities to create ultra -high tem ­ 
peratures." 
Really high temperatures can be 
created by furnaces focusing the 
sun’s ray, by some rocket mot 
tors, 
and 
by 
plasma 
jets, 
or 
streams of gases created by elec­ 
tric arcs.

The Federal Reserve Bank o. New York 
has neatly tied up the late recession in 
rhetorical ribbons and consigned 
it 
to 
where all bad little recessions go 
to the 
archives of economic experience. 
The bank concedes that problems re­ 
main in the recession’s wake, such as the 
rate of economic growth and employment 
opportunities for all. In its post-mortem 
on the 1958 unpleasantness, the bank’s an­ 
nual report marvels at the fast decline, 
s’ arp turn and strong recovery, all with­ 
in a year's span. Rarely indeed, the report 
notes, has an economy moved so rapidly 
“ to confound the dire expectations. 
At hand now are a bushel of statistics 
to explain the commanding changes in the 
business c l i m a t e in s o short a time, 
but, 
the review savs, “ cold statistics do 
n o t 
answer the broad q u e s t i o n : What prevent 
ed the launching of a cumulative 
d o w n ­ 
ward spiral once retrenchment had begun 
on so m any sides at the same time and a 
nervous psychology was b e g i n n i n g to

d a m o n g businessmen and con­ 
sumers? 
Government spending helped, as did the 
so-called “ built-in stabilizers’’ such as so­ 
cial security, 
unemployment com pensa­ 
tion and the like. The board s report also 
refe r’ modestly to the part the Federal 
Reserve System played in b r a k i n g the 
slump by holding a steady, hut elastic, 
rein on the supply of credit. 
The real heroes, the bank says, were 
the majority of businessmen and consum­ 
ers (mainly the latter) who

their 
nerve.” They let their hearts be strong 
when others, mostly in Congress, p r e a c h e d 
submission to desperation.
